Mr. Streelcr's vessels have not only 
worked on the old Ushiii^giMuii.ls, but. they 
have made successful pi'ospee'.nr,' voyages 
foi- the discovery of new linunls ol tho 
pearl oyster. Ilia agents Imvu also intro- 
duced the use of the divinjr-nress, one of 
the chief advantages of whieh is that it 
conr.ileto'.ydocs away with the peril Irom 
sharks, 'lint, notwithstanding this, Ihu 
old methods seem still to hold ihoir own in 
the llcol, and most, of the v.-urU ia si ill clone 
bv naked native divers. 


In the Torres Strait, whcro there is tdl- 


erably good weather at all seasons, the 
pearlers work all the year round. (So they 
nearly all do along the coait now, but are 
compelled to use diving dresses.) Uut this 
fishery depends almost entirely on the shell 
forits'prullu, for, though pearls are found, 
thevareof verv inferior quality. 


Some of the best diver, employed On 


board of Mr. Streeter's ships come from 
tho Sooloo AreliipoluBO, between Borneo' 
and thePhiiippir.es, whore there is a very 
suecosiful native fishery. Hoi-o tho natives 
employ several ingenious devices for get- 
ting the oysters out of wa:cr too deep lor 
divine, One of tho simplest of these ia a 
kind of wooden rake with long curved 
teeth which is sunk to the bottom by moans 
ol a heavy stone, and then towed after a 
canoo, and haulod up occasionally to bo ex- 
amined. The oyster lies on the bottom of 
tho sea with his shell slightly open, which 
closes with a grip like a vise on any Uunff 
that 13 put into 1C. Thus, if any of Ihe teeth 
of the ralte enter tho opening of a shell, the 
oyster seizes it immediately, and holds on 
to it till ho is forcibly pulled off in the boat. 
Young pearl-divers not infrequently como 
up with oysters gripping their lingers in 
this way. The older men know bettor how 
to hando the shell with safety. Among tho 
Soo'.oo divers are some of tiie best in Uio 
world. Mr. Hnynes, Mr. Sweater's agent, 
on ODO occasion saw a diver reach tho bot- 
tom at seventeen and a half fathoms (ono 
hundred and five feet), and many men can 
do flftoon fathoms, or, r.s liiey aomo'Jios 
call It, thlrty-that is, "fifteen do-.vu and Hf- 
teon up." 
. 
America possesses pearl-fisheries in thn 


West Indies and the Gulf of California; but 
at present tho best pcarling-ground of tho 
world is tho ooa-bottorr. to the noi-Ui of Aus- 
tralia. Mont of tho pearls now supplied to 
,ho European market come from there. The 
supply from India and Ceylon seems tu havo 
fallen o3; it !s largely absorbed by India 
tsolf, whoro tho numerous nativo courts 
alono absorb a considerable quantity of 
poarls. Tho old fisheries of the Hod Sea 
ind tho Persian Gu'.f produce but little now. 
The northwest Australian const nr.d eertaiu 
portions of tho Indian Archipelago will 
probably long be the happy Inmting-grour.d 
of tho "pearler. A pearl weighing forty 
grains was found Ln the Montcbello Archi- 
pelago nn December 20, 1SS4. 
This mag- 


nificent pearl is of the iincst quality ever 
seen. It is perfect in shape; and. it may bo 
added, came, from a very inferior shell.

THE PUMP SNAKE. 


DUoovary of tt Uukotiv K.'i'Ulu That Can 


Bu C-stJil to Grout Ailvanlii^o. 


In Central Dakota, on tho "Missouri bot- 


toms," the.ro exists, according to a Mount 
Voraon (D. T.) correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Tritnme, one of Nature's Biraiigest 
froalra. Tho settlers term it tho "pumic 
anako." How it came there and where it 
camo from is yet unknown. It lirslnuido 
its nppunranco in Eniinons County in the 
spring of 1830, A full-grown pump-sruiko 
measures about sixteen feet in length nnd 
nbout throo inches in diameter. They are 
of gregarious habits, roaming the prairies 
In largo hards, us many as uiroe hundred 
having been counted in a single flock. 'In 
dlasoctiag one of these reptiles there is 
found a tuba which extends from the roof 
of tho jaw to tie extremity of the. tail and 
toi-ni'.iiatlKg in an oper.ine;. This tube is 
about two inches in diameter aud lined with 
ato-jjjh, yielding substance similar to rub- 
ber. The pump-snake is easily trained to 
answer to the call of man. The inhabitants 
in tlila section trap them in large numbers. 


A farmer on Cat Tail creel; has a lloek of 


twenty pump-snakes trained to a remarka- 
ble degree of proficiency. At tbo blast of a 
whistle the snakes assemble on t:1.) banks 
of the creek. Tho leader (tliBi-e is always n 
leader to a herd of these snakes, who is 
elected by two-thirds majority), dashes ink' 
the water of tljo creek, leaving only the ox- 
tromity of its tail on the bank. Another 
snake immediately grasps the i-ni! of the 
loader's tail in its jaws, a third snake lai:es 
hold of tho second snake's tail in a similar 
manner, and ao on until there is a continu- 
ous line of snakes joined end-on, extending 
to the wutor-troufjhs in Ihu cattle yards, 
three hundred feet away.

Tills agriculturisttold of an extraordinary 


circumstance which occurred a short, time 
ago. While working in tho field near his 
home lie observed Humes issuing from tbo 
roof of bis barn. 'Wild with excitement ho 
hurried to the burning building only to tee 
that it wa*a hojxjless tasl: for himself alono 
to attempt to extinguish the flames. In de- 
spair he gazed on the work of I'lcbtrnetiOL; 
suddenly he heard a loud rustling in the tall 
grass, whence issued his herd of puir.p- 
snakes on the run. 
The leader hurled him- 


self into tbfc creek, the rest instantly ad- 
justing themselves, heads ami tails, from 
the crcolc to the burning building. The 
last snake, standing on its hetd, waved its 
long ai«l flexible body, from the tail end of 
which issued a stream of water that was 
thrown with terrific force on the burning 
building. Back and forth dashed tho tail- 
end of th- living hose, squirting the water 
where it would do the most good, while the 
loud pumping of tho leader could be heard 
above Uie roar of tho conflagration. Within 
a/teen minutes tho last spark was out. 
Then, and not until then, did tho pump- 
snakes quit work. They were completely 
exhausted, the leader having fainted away. 
The main part of the building and its con- 
tents were saved, thanks to tho presence of 
mind of these wonderful snakes. 


The Territorial Government is becoming 


awakened, to the extreme- usefulness of 
these interesting creatures, and laws are to 
1)S enacted to protect tlie pump-snake.
